THE  INSTALLATION  OF  RABBI  ZIMET 

Friday  evening,  October  13th,  marked  a 
memorable  occasion  in  the  life  of  our  Syna¬ 
gogue.  Before  a  large  congregation  Rabbi 
Erwin  Zimet  was  installed  as  Assistant 
Rabbi. 

Mr.  Frederick  Finn,  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  greeted  both  the  congregants 
and  Rabbi  Zimet  on  behalf  of  the  Board. 
Mr.  William  Heller,  Chairman  of  the  Syna¬ 
gogue  Committee  on  German  Emigres,  out¬ 
lined  the  plans  of  the  Committee  for  the 
absorption  of  German  emigres  in  the  life  of 
our  Synagogue. 


Dr.  I.  Edwin  Goldwasser,  representing  the 
National  Refugee  Service,  discussed  the 
question  of  integrating  the  German  emigre 
into  the  American  and  Jewish  community. 
Dr.  Goldwasser  declared:  “The  outstanding 
fact  evolved  from  the  tragic  events  of  the 
past  six  years  is  the  realization  that  every 
country  to  which  the  refugees  from  Germany 
and  from  German-controlled  countries  have 
come,  has  been  benefited  by  the  influx  of 
an  enriching  immigration.  This  has  been 
true  in  the  fields  of  industry  and  the  realm 
of  art.  If  these  lands  are  to  realize  to  the 
fullest  the  possibilities  of  this  enrichment, 
there  must  be  a  clear  recognition  of  two 
factors:  first,  the  profound  effects  of  the  up¬ 
rooting  of  individuals  upon  these  men  and 
women  themselves;  secondly,  on  the  basis 
of  a  sympathetic  understanding  of  how  far 
reaching  these  effects  are,  to  bring  about  as 
smoothly  and  as  speedily  as  possible  an 
adjustment  of  these  refugees  to  the  American 
environment  and  more  particularly,  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Jewish  environment.  It  is  most  important 
to  realize  that  the  new  environment  is  in 
itself  more  recent  in  its  origin  and  evolution 
than  that  from  which  these  recently  arrived 
citizens  and  those  who  are  to  follow  them 
have  come.  The  problem  is  a  challenge  to 
our  understanding,  to  our  sympathy,  and  to 
our  skills." 

Rabbi  Steinberg  extended  his  personal 
welcome  to  Rabbi  Zimet  and  said  in  part, 
“In  the  naturalness  with  which  Rabbi  Zimet 
assumes  the  ministerial  duties  of  our  congre¬ 
gation,  there  is  revealed  the  existence  of 
human  and  Jewish  interests  which  are  truly 
universal.  These  interests  are  the  sharing  of 
the  human  and  Jewish  past,  the  adherence 
to  a  religious  and  ethical  pattern  of  the 
present,  and  participation  in  common  hopes 
for  the  future." 

Rabbi  Zimet  in  response  gave  voice  to  his 
gratitude  to  the  congregation  for  the  new 
field  of  service  it  had  opened  up  to  him. 
Commenting  on  the  contemporary  Jewish 
problem,  he  said,  “The  persecution  of  the 
Jew  was  always  the  persecution  of  his 
ideals.  These  were  the  ideals  of  human 
brotherhood  and  common  responsibility  which 
Israel  as  far  back  as  its  Egyptian  slavery 
was  prepared  to  proclaim  as  most  funda¬ 
mental  for  a  world  of  peace  and  happiness. 
The  present  liquidation  of  German  Jewry 
was  inevitable  and  necessary  because  of  the 
absolute  incompcrtability  of  actual  German 
and  eternal  Jewish  aspirations,  the  truth  of 
the  latter  being  confirmed  anew  in  our  day. 
The  wandering  German  Jew,  strengthened 
by  his  experience,  carries  with  him  a  fresh 
impulse  and  the  will  to  realize  these  Jewish 
ideals  as  the  foundation  for  a  better  world." 

The  service  was  followed  by  a  reception 
to  Rabbi  Zimet,  tendered  by  the  Sisterhood 
in  the  Vestry  Rooms.  The  entire  evening 
was  marked  by  a  fine  61an  and  great  en¬ 
thusiasm  on  the  part  of  all  the  worshippers.

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ADULT  CLASSES  RESUME  SESSIONS 

On  Monday  evening,  October  16th,  the 
1939-1940  program  of  the  Committee  on  Edu¬ 
cation  was  launched  under  very  happy 
auspices.  The  attendance  at  all  classes  was 
considerably  larger  than  that  of  last  year. 
A  hasty  estimate  of  those  who  have  regis¬ 
tered  so  far  indicates  a  total  student  body 
of  approximately  150  individuals.  Courses 
in  Rabbinic  Literature,  Hebrew,  Jewish 
Music,  Jewish  Customs  and  Ceremonies,  and 
Comparative  Religion  were  inaugurated. 

The  guest  lecturer  who  spoke  on  Brahman¬ 
ism,  the  first  of  the  religions  to  be  con¬ 
sidered,  was  Professor  Friedrich  Spiegelberg, 
formerly  Professor  of  Oriental  Religions  and 
the  Sanskrit  Language  at  the  University  of 
Dresden,  now  visiting  lecturer  at  Columbia 
University.  Professor  Spiegelberg,  whose  life 
study  has  been  the  religions  of  India,  pre¬ 
sented  a  vivid  and  colorful  picture  of  the 
rise  of  the  Hindu  religion,  culminating  with 
Brahman  philosophy. 

At  the  next  meeting  of  the  Adult  Classes 
on  October  30th  Rabbi  Steinberg  will  review 
Professor  Spiegelberg's  lecture,  clarifying 
some  of  the  more  difficult  points  which  he 
made  and  proceeding  then  to  examine 
Brahmanism  in  the  light  of  Judaism. 

At  its  first  session  the  Choral  Group  met 
with  renewed  enthusiasm.  In  order  to  carry 
out  its  program  for  the  coming  year,  it  is 
essential  that  the  group  shall  be  increased. 
Registration  therefore  will  be  held  open  dur¬ 
ing  the  next  two  sessions.  Because  of  its 
diversified  musical  interests,  the  group  has 
decided  to  meet  every  Monday  from  8  to 
9  P.M.  Those  interested  in  joining  are  re¬ 
quested  to  be  present  on  either  Monday 
evening,  October  23rd  or  October  30th.

SYNAGOGUE  PERSONALITIES 
AND  THE  COMMUNITY 

Readers  of  The  Scroll  will  be  pleased  to 
learn  of  diverse  recognitions  which  have 
come  to  members  of  our  official  staff  from 
the  community  at  large.  Rabbi  Steinberg's 
sermon  on  the  second  day  of  Rosh  Hashanah 
was  quoted  widely  in  a  syndicated  editorial 
published  throughout  the  country  in  the 
Anglo-Jewish  press.  He  has  been  requested 
by  the  Religious  News  Service  to  prepare 
an  abstract  of  his  sermon  on  the  first  morning 
of  Rosh  Hashanah  for  general  distribution.
